Mr. Georfv^ Weiiver, an luicoiint of wIukjb 
trip frum TiiiM-r River to tlie Coast we give 
I'l.sevvlierft in this issue, furnishes us with 
siinie l.ilo rii'ws from C'lirihoo. He left 
Heiivcr Late on the 28lh January. The 
weather had heeii very cold from the lf«t of 
Dficembor up to the date ' of hin -leaving— 



Jumiary, traveled up iho Fra.ser to the moulh 
of Black or \Vo8t l{oa(i River, distance 65 
inilpfl above Aloxundria. Left the mouth 
of Black River on the 7ih February, and 
reached Bentinck Arm on the. 22^1. The 
traveling lime virus e.xact]y II 'days. The 
course pursued by Mr. Weaver frorn the 
FraBel- lo';'oiu»-ca^ viUnse was aloniJ the 
V jyi^K bank (if Black Ilivt-r lor 2.t milef, then 
along the North Fork for 15 milo', and acrosH 
a low divide to Middle Fork, 10 mWcn ; then 
20 miles to CluR-ons vilhme. He tlieii de- 
PcenHeil a ridce or divide and folloued it 
until ho readied Noo cnontlcnii or Shnl lofh 
Jlivor. whieh oinplii's iiilo Deaiie's Canal. 
The diftani'P from CIus-r-a« to Noo-ononlleori 
was al.nut 2'^ miles. After crossing the 
No'.i-ciinnllenn he r)llowcil the south side of 
a chain of mountain ranees to the upper 
Tillaj;e on Boll-whoola Hiver— distance 30 
mile*. From the upper village, Mr. Weaver 
was two days in reaching Bentinck Arm and 
seta the distance nl 20 miles.

Nno-cooutloon River, after rroNsins 
which he found iho shot varyinir from four 
to seven feet in depth. He wore snowshnes

)ioith of Alexaniiila, the point at, which Me- 
Kenzie and Keunoy's trail roni mcnees. He 
(ilruek their trail on the rid^je ahout two 
miles from Bcll-whoida. He ruade from 5 
|,i CO miles each day on snowshoBS and set.'i 
the enliro di.stanee from the tnouth of Black 
fliverio North Bentinck Arm nt 160 mile.". 
The Mlow at Bentinck Arm is about 3 feet 
deep.

M»W;'but he thinks loaded animals eannoi 
rross until some improvement to the trail 
ha/been made. Mr. W. is of oninion thnf 
he can make the distance nn foot froin Blank 
River to Bemiiick Arm, when the .snow i.s 
off the liroiind, in Hve ilays.

(hiy.s in coming' to ihi.s phicc from Bentinck 
Ann ill a canoe, and S,<tirday was exactly
